Plan- 
tiff’s petition praved for an inyunc- 
tion against the defendant company. 
and receiver to take 
charge of the company’s business 
until its claim for damages in the 
suum of $100,000 had been liquidated 
intil its contract for the 
onthly quota of oil above mention 
ed. which was placed at a value of 
$109,000 had been fulfilled. In other 
vords, a specific performance of 
contract was sought, and the 
suse proceeded to trial on that 1s- 
sue. The judgment of the court 
is that an injunction could not

event, irrespective of what the mer 
its of the contract ttself might he. 
inasmuch as the specific perform- 
ance of an executory contract tn 
volving personal property could not 
he enforced under the laws of 
Texas, and hence that the piarntiff’s 
proper course would be to pursue 
its remedy at law. by bringing suit 
for damages against the Indepen- 
dence Oil Company by reason of 
its failure to comply with the terms 
of the contract in question. 

It will thus be seen that the real 
question of whether or not a con- 
tract for oil at three cents a barrel 
can be enforced was not decided 
It is not known what the course of 
the plaintiffs will be in the above 
case, but it is presumed that they 
will seek their remedy at law, and 
in that event, the question will prob- 
ably be decided on its merits at 
come earlv session of the District 
Court.

\ccording to the figures of the 
f x logical Survey. the total pro- 
duetion of crude petroleum in this 
country since the first ot] well was 
Irilled by Celonel Drake in 1859. 
amounted to 1,076,523.332 barrels. 
This amount of oil would fill 35.884 
iron tanks of a capacity of 30.000 
harrels each. and these tanks if 
placed in a straight line. with their 
sides tonching. would extend a 
distance of 611.7 miles. 

This amount of oil, toe. would 
fill 7.170,822 tank cars of 150 bar- 
rels capacity each. If it could be 
placed in barrels. with their heads 
touching each other enough barrels 
would be required to extend twen- 
tv-one times around the globe. 

This furnishes a pretty good 
idea of the enormous quantity of 
oil produced in thé past forty vears. 
Still, if poured into some of our 
vreat lakes, it would not cause them 
to overflow \ll this immense 
quantity of oil could be contained 
ina reservoir a mule square and 
217 feet deep.
